A. K. Clmmherlalu has very plausibly 
salt) "ttint it is hardly likely that the 
Iroipiois distinguished other tribes by 
this term, if its origin lie as suggested, 
since they, themselves were sugar mak- 
ers and eaters." 


A more probable origin of the word Is 


iliut Driven l;y Sclioolcraft, in substance 
as follows: "Hntiroutsiks, whence Atll- 
rondacks. was applied chietly to the 
MoniagHais tribes, north of the St 
Lawrence, and was a derisive term in- 
ditatins a well known uablt of these 
tribes of eating the inuer barU of trees 
in winter when food was scarce or 
when on war excursions." 


This hnhlt of cstinj; the Inner barb of 


trees was, as is well known, common 
to many tribes of Indians, both those 
who inhabit the country where the sug- 
ar maple grows and also those in other 
parts of the country where the maple 
Is unknown. 


On the western prairies sugar was 


made also from the box elder, which 
trees were tupped by the Indians and 
the sap boiled flown for sugar, and to- 
day (be Cheyenne Indians tell its that 
it was from this tree that they derived 
all the smpir that they bad until the 
arrival of ihe white man on the plains 
something more than 50 yenrs ago. 


It is interesting to observe that in 


many tribes today tbe word for sugar 
is precisely the word which they ap- 
plied to tlie product of the maple tree 
before they knew the white man's sug- 
ar. 
It Is interesting also to see that 


among many tribes tbe general term 
for sugar means wood or tree water- 
that Is to say. tree sap. This Is true of
